The City of Greenbelt faces a sihortfall in revenues for 
the current Vscal year of about $500,000. In an hour-long 
interview with City Manager James K. Giese, the News 
Review sought information on the causes of the problem 
and what is being done to meet the challenge. 


Council and Citizens Discuss 
Preliminary Lake Park Plans

Keep the '*Buddy'^ Attick Lake Park natural was the 
main theme of discussion at a planning session on the lake 
park. On Monday, February 4 city consultants from Green- 
horne & O'Mara showed two possible plans of the park.; 
and citizens, city staff and city council discussed the plans 
and what they would Hke to see in the park. Discussion 
covered most existing features in the park including the 
concession stand, silt basins and picnic areas. Two new 
facilities were suggested for the park, a wildlife preserve 
and an island. 


In Novemiber, Giese said, reve¬ 
nue collections were ahead of 
last year's. But the city's ac¬ 
countant had already alerted 
Giese that tax bills were lower 
than expected. As reports of 
financial problems for other gov¬ 
ernments began to increase in 
area newspapers, the city began 
to respond. 

Revenues 

About 60 percent of the city's 
revenues come from taxes that 
art based on the value of real 
property and, in the case of 
businesses, personal property. 
This is the only area in which 
the city can determine what it 
vnll collect from taxpayers—by 
raising or lowering the tax rate. 

The largest portion of the 
shortfall, said Giese, comes from 
the city over-estimating the 
property tax by $800,000. The 
state of Maryland provides cer¬ 
tified quarterly figures on the 
y&sessed valuation of property. 
The city used those figures and 
anticipated an increase to reflect 
the second of a three-year phase- 
in of higher values, the same 
method they had us^ last year, 
last year, said Giese, there was 
a large increase, this year there 
was none. He is analyzing the 
discrepancy. The largest, increase 
this year, he said, came in the 
apartment category. Both 
Springhill Lake and University 
Square Apartments have been 
remodelling. New office facili¬ 
ties have brought some increase 
in commercial property. ‘‘Single 
family homes," he said, “are 
flat." He thinks some new 
houses have been reassessed at 
a lower value. He did some spot 
cheeking. Overall real estate 
values here are still up, he said. 

Corporate Personal Property 

While there should be a good 
increase in the tax on property 
owned by businesses in Green¬ 
belt, Giese said the increase is 
not coming through. Assessments 
come from the St^te Assessor's 
office during the year. Giese 
has tried to spot check, but says 
it is hard to know just what a 
company owns and where it is. 
At over $1 million, the tax rep¬ 
resents 20 percent of the reve¬ 
nue the city collects from the 
property tax. 

Of serious concern to Green¬ 
belt would be the Linowes Com¬ 
mission recommendation to drop 
the personal property tax at the 
municipal level. In a lot of cit¬ 
ies and towns, Giese said, this 
tax is not sigrnificant. In Green¬ 
belt, it is. 

Other Revenues 

Other governments, primarily 
the State, provide the other 40 
percent erf the city's revenues. 
Giese is not yet certain whether 
this year’s return on the state 
income tax will equal last year's. 
He is hopeful tiiat the poor econ¬ 


omy may not have affected the 
jobs of Greenbelters as much as 
it has in some other communi¬ 
ties. 

The Admissions and Amuse¬ 
ments tax is ahead o-f last year, 
but “we still project we’ve over¬ 
estimated for the year,” said 
Giese. 

One cut is definite. The state 
will reduce its grant to munici¬ 
palities for police protection by 
five percent. Giese said the city 
will receive the full Youth Ser¬ 
vices Bureau grant for Green¬ 
belt CARES. 

All funds expected for this 
year from Prince Georges Coun¬ 
ty have already been paid with 
one exception, the landfill rebate. 

Surplus funds not spent from 
prior years provides some cush¬ 
ion. Giese expects to need $100,- 
000 to $200,000 from that source 
to balance this year's expendi¬ 
tures. 

Expenditures 

The city's department heads 
estimate that together they can 
hold down expenditures to about 
$600,000 below budgeted expen¬ 
ditures. Giese thinks they are 


Southern Management Com¬ 
pany put the program in place 
at the request of the apartment 
complex's recycling committee. 
The committee surveyed the at¬ 
titudes of the community, did an 
analysis of their garbage, col¬ 
lected bids from several haul¬ 
ers, and then proposed the re¬ 
cycling plan to Southern Man¬ 
agement, 

According to county regula¬ 
tions, all apartment building 
owners are required to provide 
the opportunity to recycle to 
their renters by July 1, 1992, 
Additionally, all apartment com¬ 
plexes with 100 apartments or 
more are required to submit a 
recycling plan to the Prince 
Georges County Office of Re- 
cycling by July 1, 1991. 

“From the management stand¬ 
point, it just makes more sense 
to start the recycling programs 
now, rather tlian to wait for the 
county deadline,” said Bonita H. 
Queen, property manager for 
Southern Management. The 
Lakeside North proposal was 
the firsrt to be received by the 
Office of Recycling. 

“It's great to see that some 


optimistic. For example, he said, 
each year the city expects to 
save money paid out in salaries 
in the Public Works Department 
through normal turnover in per¬ 
sonnel. This year no employee 
has left. Giese admits he ran 
some figures on those salaries, 
w*hich he thought might be too 
low, and they checked out. The 
department has stringently cut 
back on overtime, he said. This 
winter’s light snows have been 
a help, since overtime has not 
been needed, he noted. 

A new part-time position has 
not been filled and a temporary 
employee has been let go. The 
seasonal parks crew, normally 
hired in mid^spring, may not 
be hired this fiscal year. 

Giese said he has pretty well 
placed a hiring freeze through¬ 
out the city government. The 
new position in the Finance De¬ 
partment is unfilled. The Recre¬ 
ation Department is short one 
coordinator. Two half-time po¬ 
sitions planned for the Planning 
and Development Office are on 
hold, but partly, Giese noted, 
because the new office space on 
the first floor of the Municipal 
Building is still being remod¬ 
elled. Street permit fees will 
help fund one of those positions. 

In the Police Department, the 
three new positions in the bud-

apartments are starting to re¬ 
cycle before the county dead¬ 
line," said Jennifer Hyde, mul¬ 
tifamily recycling program co¬ 
ordinator for the County Office 
of Recycling. “Their forethought 
will help relieve tbe last minute 
crunch of plan submissions, and 
ensure that any grant requests 
can be met." 

Eligible apartment owners can 
receiv '3 grants from the county 
of varying amounts depending 
on the size of the complex. These 
are intended to offset capital 
expenses from their recycling 
programs on such items as re¬ 
cycling containers. 

“We care about the environ¬ 
ment. We wanted recycling in 
our apartments,” said Theresa 
Curran, the Lakeside North 
resident who organized the first 
recycling committee meeting. The 
committee's survey showed that 
95 percent of the apartment resi¬ 
dents would recycle if there was 
a program. 

Commingled Collection 

Lakeside North contains 23 
buildings with a total of 276 
apartments. £)ach household will

The Plans 

These two plans were based 
on city and citizen produced 
plans on the park and comments 
and questionnaires from the Oc¬ 
tober 2 planning session. The 
consultants expect to be back 
in the near future. 

At the meeting on February 4, 
the consultants presented two 
plans of the lake park. Neither 
suggested major changes in the 
park. Both plans emphasized 
having the park be natural and 
left the wooded areas in the park 
as they are. Both plans also sug¬ 
gest removing from the park the 
playground and basketball court, 
building public restrooms and 
landscaping the peninsula. Pro¬ 
hibiting bikes in the park is 
also suggested. 

One plan calls for removal of 
the concession stand and the 
amphitheatre. Details on the 
plans were given in an article in 
last week's News Review. 

Boats and Concession 

The theme underlying the 
night's discussion was “keep it 
natural." As Mayor Gil Weiden- 
feld said, there is “a general 
consensus on keeping the lake 
park in its natural environment 
for family use, but there are 
a lot of differences of opinion on 
other issues." Lakeside Drive 
resident James Drake said, “the 
value of the lake park is not 
the basketball court or amphi¬ 
theatre, the value of the lake 
park is the lake and the vege¬ 
tation around it.” 

The biggest controversy of the 
evening was whether to remove 
the concession stand and boat¬ 
house. There were complaints 
about the unsightliness of the 
building and the boats. Hugh 
Jascourt of Maplewood Court 
complained that the boats parked 
in the middle of the lake were 
unsightly and so “ruin the whole 
atmosphere" of the lake. George 
Loutsch of Maplewood Court 
said he felt the concession stand 
was all right but that the boats 
should go. He complained about 
the shouting and ramming by 
some boaters causing a nui¬ 
sance. 

New concession stand owners 
James and Julie Greer, who had 
signed a lease with the city, con¬ 
tended the stand s>hould stay in 
the park. 

Loutsch compaine<i that there 
sihoudd have been a public hear¬ 
ing before the new contract was 
signed. Weidenfeld replied that 
there was a public hearing. And 
council member Antoinette Bram 
pointed out that Bowman had a 
rigiht to sell his business so he 
would have some money for his 
retirement. 

The stand has been there for 
years, Weidenfeld said, and there 
have been benefits from having 
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it there, such as having a phone 
in the park if needed. 

Council member Joseph Isaacs 
said he used the boats and was 
glad they were there. 

Drake said he was against 
the stand because it cre¬ 
ates environmental d a m a g e 
where it is. Maybe it could be 
backed up in trees out of sight 
or on level terrain, he suggested. 
Werner Neupert, of Lakeside 
Drive, also suggested that the 
stand does not have to be right 
on the shore. 

City Manager James Giece 
explained about the eroded area 
near the boathouse, “That area, 
besides human traffic, gets a 
lot of bird traffic." 

Julie Greer pointed out that 
while she and her husband were 
working on the stand, but it was 
not open to the public, they ob¬ 
served that area to be the most 
congested on the lake shore. 
Many people came there to feed 
the birds, look at the lake and 
launch their own boats, she said. 
Silt Basins 

A couple of people mentioned 
concerns that the silt basins be 
routinely maintained and not 
allowed to fill up as they have 
in the past. 

Giese explained that they were 
in the Lake Park before they 
were in use in most places and 
were not well designed, so they 
quickly filled un. Then environ¬ 
mental awareness increased and 
there were al. kinas of regula¬ 
tions to deal with when cleaning 
out the silt basins. So eventually, 
he said the city hired consult¬ 
ants and they redesigned the 
silt basins. He said the silt ba¬ 
sins should be cleaned out per¬ 
iodically, about every five years. 

Giese noted that the city staff 
opposes the consultant's idea of 
See LAKE PARK, page 3, col.

placing^ the restrooms near tihe 
public works building. They 
should be where the portable 
toilets are or alt the east end 
of the parking lot. 

Picnic Tables 

People touched on many of 
the features in the lake park 
during the meeting. Jascourt 
talked several times about the 
picnic tables, saying he wanted 
to confine them to where they 
are presently located. He con¬ 
tinued by saying that the biggesS-t 
problem with outsiders coming 
into the park was with the group 
picnic areas. Additional group 
picnic areas are needed in the 
other parts of the city with a 
sign at the entrance of the lake 
park showing where they are. 

Giese said the tables are per- 
mamently fixed in the park. The 
city will have to buy more ta¬ 
bles because the movable tables 
are used by the city at the 
Labor Day festival and neigh¬ 
borhood picnics. 

Addressing the issue of out¬ 
siders at the lake, Giese noted 
that while he suspected that 
many people at the lake on Feb¬ 
ruary 3 when he walked around 
the park were outsiders, a lot 
of Greenbelters were at some¬ 
body elsea park on that pleas¬ 
ant day. He further noted that 
52% of Greenbelt is rental 
apartments and much of the rest 
of the housing units are condo¬ 
minium or townhouses. On a nice 
day those residents want to get 
out of confined housing and en¬ 
joy the outdoors, he said. 

Other Features 

Jascourt thought the new 
playground equipment was too 
bright and stuck out. 

Giese said the parking lot 
should be more attractive, per¬ 
haps with landscaped islands. He 
aiso said staff suggested relo¬ 
cating the amphitheatre out of 
the center of the open field.

collect its recyclable bottles and 
cans in one container. This type 
of collection is called commingled. 
The residents will also bag or 
bundle their newspapers separ¬ 
ately. The residents can take 
their recycling bins to one of 
five collection areas in the park¬ 
ing lots of the complex as need¬ 
ed. Each of the collection areas 
will consist of five 90-gallon 
containers; three for newspapers 
and two for the other comming¬ 
led recylables. The recyclables are 
collected from these five sites 
on Tuesday mornings. 

“The members of the Lakeside 
North recycling committee were 
the people who got the ball 
rolling. They pursued all the 
leads. They basically did all the 
groundwork/' Queen said. ‘They 
definitely played a strong role 
in this." 

Once Southern Management 
received Lakeside North's pro¬ 
posal, it pursued other contrac¬ 
tors for additional collection 
bids. Prince Georges Trash Re¬ 
moval Company, Inc, was select¬ 
ed to collect the recyclables. 
They were also given the gar¬ 
bage collection contract, which 
will make the venture profitable, 
said Heinz Weverink, vice presi¬ 
dent of Prince Georges Trash 
Removal. The company also op¬ 
erates the City of Greenblt Re¬ 
cycling Center. Additionally, 
Prince Georges Trash Removal 
assisted Southern Management 
in preparing the recycling plan 
forms for the county. “We'll 
definitely urge the other com¬ 
munities we manage to set up 
recycling committees. With their 
assistance, meeting the county 
recycling requirements will be 
easy," Queen said.

Recycling Do's and Dont's

Like Mom's apple pie or hot 
dogs at a baseball game, recy¬ 
cling waste is becoming part of 
the American way. Whether on 
a national level or locally in 
Greenbelt, what to do with the 
apple peelings for those pies or 
the plastic wrapper from the hot 
dogs needs to be addressed in an 
ecological manner. Because of 
the decreasing availability of 
landfill space and the increase 
of garbage, it is very important 
to plan and successfully imple¬ 
ment recycling procedures. 

The City of Greenbelt is one 
of the many cities across the 
country that has begun to pitch 
in towards a cleaner environ¬ 
ment. Located adjacent to the 
“Buddy" Attick Lake Park, 
Greenbelt's expanded recycling 
center has been in operation 
since October 1990 accepting of¬ 
fice paper, plastic, cans, glass, 
newspaper and phone books, 
adding up to 93 tons to date. 
Greenbelt has been recycling 
newspapers (curb side pick-up) 
since 1971 and has had drop off 
bins for glass and aluminum for 
the past five years. 

According to Dave Helmecki, 
Greenbelt Recycling Coordinator, 
the Center is “. . . a great suc¬ 
cess. There is always a constant 
stream of traffic and sometimes 
even a wait for people to drop 
off recyclable materials," 

Although some people may 
think recycling is difficult, thera 
are a few easy guidelines to 
follow in order to separate and 
dispose of the materials proper¬ 
ly. The Greenbelt Recycling Cen¬ 
ter asks that residents follow the 
guidelines and be sure to deposit 
the materials IN (and NOT 
around) the proper containers at 
the Center. The following ma¬ 
terials can be brought to the 
Greenbelt Recycling Center: 

Aluminum/Tin Cans; Glass 
(Green / Clear / Brown); Plastic

Recycled materials can be 
easily and quickly prepared for 
recycling. Cans should be rinsed 
out. Caps should be removed 
from glass containers. Paper, 
cardfboard and newspapers should 
be kept dry. Plastic containers 
should be rinsed out. To see if 
a plastic container can be re- 
cycled check the bottom of the 
container. A number one or two 
inside a triangle symbol means 
it can. Crank case waste oil can 
also be recycled. 

For Greenbelt residents who 
wish to recycle large aluminum 
materials (such as lawn chairs) 
and copper or brass fixtures and 
pipes, the Prince Georges Scrap 
Company (474-3444) can be con- 
Ucted about purchasing such 
items. Certain metals, landfill, 
compost (food scraps / yard- 
waste), and wood (brush/lum¬ 
ber) items need to be taken to 
a landfill. For more information 
conceroing the disposal of these 
materials, residents can call the 
Greertbelt Department of Public 
Works at 474-8004. 

Although it may take a few 
moments to think and separate 
waste materials, recycling con¬ 
tributes to a sound and safe 
environment.

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Contimied from page 1 
get for a special drug enforce¬ 
ment group are on hold. Giese 
said he did approve hiring three 
new officers, but they replace 
departing officers. Giese is 
pleased to find the cost of the 
police pension, added last year, 
will be a lot less than antici¬ 
pated. Also, health benefits cost 
increases, for all employees, will 
be less than expected. 

Capital Equipment 
Some equipment had already 
been purchased before the city 
knew the extent of its financial 
problem. Major equipment is 
generally purchased from re¬ 
serves collected over a period of 
years. Some adjustments have 
been made in what to purchase 
and some minor equipment, nor¬ 
mally paid for with operating 
funds, will be bought through 
the Replacement Fund. Contri¬ 
butions to that fund and the 
Capital Improvements set aside 
will be cut by 10 percents 

Increases in fuel expenditures 
are not readily seen, Giese said, 
because the city accounts for 
all vehicle expenses in one cate¬ 
gory. At this time, he added, 
that figure is lower than it was 
last year. He explained that the 
new policy of providing take- 
home cars for police officers 
has noticeably reduced repair 
costs. For example, overtime in 
the mechanic's shop m the Pub¬ 
lic Works Building has dropped 
from the prior year. 

With all the talk about no 
salary increases, no colas and 
possible layoffs in other gov¬ 
ernments in this area, said 
Giese, ‘'Our employees are aot^ 
ing prudently." 

Refuse Collection 
The budget anticipated a drop 
in the cost of refuse collection 


at the time the county would 
take over the curbside collec¬ 
tion of newspapers. The Octo¬ 
ber date for that change has 
now slid to April. Giese noted 
several things that have coun¬ 
terbalanced the unexpected extra 
cost: the Public Works Depart¬ 
ment is operating one man short; 
the tonnage collected is down 
(lowering the tipping fees paid 
at the county landfill); and 
Green Spring has signed on for 
city refuse collection, bringing 
in new revenues. The lower ton¬ 
nage, Giese said, is due to the 
greatly increased volume of re¬ 
cycling at the city's drop-off 
center. 

While the city expects to col¬ 
lect a rebate from the county 
for its recycling program, it 
hasn't happened yetf Giese said. 

Because the city still holds 
the deed to the North End 
School property, there are still 
some costs to the city. Some 
projects, such as restoring the 
old casement windows at. the 
Greenfbelt Museum, could get 
postponed^ But many, according 
to Giese, are already on line. 

Next Year 

The city's best estimate of 
next year's short-fall is about 
eight percent, but Giese thinks 
that figure could climb. Staff 
plans to present some alterna¬ 
tives, including cutting services, 
to the council at a work session 
on March 13, 

Department heads have been 
asked to trim 10 percent from 
their budgets through belt¬ 
tightening. The Police Depart¬ 
ment, according to Assistant 
City Manager Michael McLaugh¬ 
lin, is close to the target. But 
for some of the others, he not¬ 
ed, the task is difficult. Many 
costs are fixed: personnel, in-

surance, building maintenance 
and utilities. “We're not filling 
vacancies," he said, “and we're 
trying to redistribute the work¬ 
load." 

Giese expressed concern about 
wjhether there will be funds to 
renovate the old swimming pool 
bathhouse into an exercise spa, 
an important adjunct to the new 
indoor pool. It is also important, 
he noted, to improve the appear¬ 
ance of the old bathhouse. Also 
of concern is how well the new 
pool will attract paying custo¬ 
mers. Presently, staff hopes 
these customers will contribute 
60 percent of the operating ex¬ 
penses. 

Some increased expenditures to 
operate Schrom Hills Park may 
be reduced or postponed since 
the ball fields there cannot be 
used the first year. 

Some savings will come from 
scaling back the Recreation De¬ 
partment's newsletter and com¬ 
bining it with the city's news¬ 
letter. Also, the city will utilize 
its desk-top publishing capa¬ 
bilities to do more of the work 
in house. 

A big unknown is whether the 
State and County governments 
will maintain the current level 
of revenues to the city. Both are

Among other changes, 
the report proposes discontinu¬ 
ing the personal property tax 
levied upon businesses, which 
currently provides approximate¬ 
ly 10 percent of city revenues. 
The commission did not estimate 
the net effect of its proposals 
on municipalities but stated that 
if “a few particular municipali¬ 
ties face revenue losses . . .

JOE'S TIPS OF THE WEEK 

Hello Again! 

With all the moving components in our automobiles today the 
most overlooked components are the bearings! A bearing is a 
component that allows a part to turn or spin without a lot of 
resistance to perform a function. For example, an axle bearing 
supports the front or the rear axle. It allows the axle to turn 
or spin so the wheel will turn. Incorporated in some bearings are 
self contained lubricants. This takes the maintenance factor out 
of the bearing. When they go bad just remove and discard. On 
the other hand, non-lubricated bearings do require a preventive 
maintenance schedule for proper and safe operation. This is com¬ 
mon to many of the bearings used on today’s automobile and 
truck applications. There are many styles that perform different 
functions. There is a roller ball type and then there is a taper 
roller and a spherical roller. The problem is that you don’t know 
that the bearing is going bad until it starts to make noise. Then 
it’s too late most of the time. Most bearings will last well into 
the life of the vehicle if you take care of them with a proper 
preventive maintenance schedule. The maintenance service pro¬ 
cedure is a simple one. Remove the bearing, wash it out, and 
perform a visual inspection- Then repack it with fresh and clean 
grease, reinstall it, and replace the seal. The seal is a device that 
protects the bearing from dirt and keeps the grease in the bear¬ 
ing. When servicing the bearings always replace ^e seals.
